CARDIFF (Wales) May 20.

Children Act. 

The Rhondda Valley is a center 
of distress. Soup kitchens there 
were opened days ago. 
Without them the children of the 
populous districts, where collieries 
overhang the huddled cottages of 
the miners, would be hungry, ae 
the miners’ strike pay is only eight 
een shillings weekly. plus two ehil- 
linge for each child. Miners’ fam 
mes usually are large. In them 
ten ecHildren are not uncommon, 
and the cost of living ts high. The 
average famfly pays from seven to 
ten shillings as weekly rental for 
its stone cottage of from one to 
five rooms. Most of these cot- 
tages are unsanitary. 

Despite the gravity of the situa- 
tion, no talk is heard among the 
miners of surrender to the govern- 
ment’s proposal for a lower wage.

TO BE SANE 


Slayer Must Pay Penalty 
With Life if Court Upholds 
Experts’ View 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 
CHICAGO, May 20.—Alienists 
who examined Russell Scott at the 
Chester Asylum for the Criminal 


Insane found him sane, Chauncey 
H. Jenkins, director of the State 
Department of Public Welfare, an- 
nounced today while in Jollet as 
a witness before the grand jury. 
As soon as the report officially 
has been communicated to the 
Cook county authorities Scott will 
be brought back to Chicago and 
haled before the Crimipal Court to 
be adjudged sane. 

In event such judgment is ren- 
dered Scott must pay the death 
penalty on the gallows for the 
murder of Joseph Maurer, phar- 
macist, killed in the hold-up of the 
City Hall drug store which Scott 
and his brother Robert are assert- 
ed to have committed. 

* Russell Scott was condemned to 
die after a trial in the Criminal 
Court. but was saved from 
gallows on an eleventh-hotr in- 
sanity plea.

Alienists there never 
believed Scott insane, and a week 
ago Director Jenkins granted their 
petition for a sanity hearing before 
a commission of alienists.
